AGE of Steel in speaking about the iron and steel 
trade in 1899, says: ‘‘There have been no hypo- 
dermic injections to give trade a false stimulant dur- 
ing 1899.” 








Gov. Pingree, of Michigan, in his last message to 
the legislature urges the passage of a bill taxing 
mining companies 3 cents per ton on iron ore and the 
imposition of a graduated tax on copper based on ag- 
gregate output and ranging from one-sixteenth to one- 
half cent per pound. 








Tue 21st annual edition of the Chattanooga 
Tradesman is a notable number, giving a most vivid 
portrayal of the substantial character of the great in- 
dustrial interests south of Mason & Dixon’s line. A 
very interesting review of the hardware trade in the 
South is among the features of this volume. 





Tue latest official report upon the foreign commerce 
of China showing imports and exports by countries and 
articles and the growth of commerce during a term of 
years, presents much information especially interest- 
ing to the public at the present moment. Discussing 
the foreign trade of China, the report says: ‘‘So 
much foreign capital has been lately invested in China 
that the condition of the external trade of the conn- 
try, as an index to the national resources, is watched 
with a certain anxiety. It is observed that in every 
year the value of the imports has exceeded that of ex- 
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ports and for the period 1886-1898 the excess of im- 
ports over exports is 437,027,679 Haikwan taels, an 
annuai average of about 34 million taels.” 








THE building outlook for Chicago in 1900 is much 
better than it has been for a number of years past. 
There is certainly an abundance of work awaiting the 
arrival of favorable conditions in the labor world. 
Contracts ranging in the aggregate some $5,000,000 
will be released as soon as local conditions are adjust- 
ed, and not even high prices of structural steel and 
lumber will prevent extensive building in the down 
town district. There can be no doubt that the com. 
ing together of contractors, material men, and labor 
unions on some reasonable agreement will be as bene- 
ficial to the real estate market as to the building in- 
dustry. Activity in both lines has been so long de- 
layed in Chicago that the recovery in each is likely to 
be rapid when it once begins. Real estate cannot de- 
velop an active market until there is a full resumption 
of building operations. Happily the signs point to 
activity in both fields during the coming season.

One of the most noted and highly paid cartoonists 
in the country issHomer Davenport, whose caricatures 
bring him in a salary of $15,000 a year. A few years 
back Mr. Davenport was thankful to receive $7 week- 
ly from a Portland, Oregon, paper as compensation 
for his pictures, and they were not so very good at 
that. He lost this $7 job owing to the very rocky 
drawing he made of a stove for use in an ad- 
vertising cut. No two legs of the stove were alike 
and it was all out of preportion. It is a failing of the 
artist that he cannot make straight lines and is only 
at his best when delineating a rotund object like Mr. 
Hanna or the plutocratic Mr. Trust. 





A striking example of the opportunities afforded 
the humblest to rise to the greatest heights is exem- 
plified in the career of W. J. Conners, of Buffalo, who 
commenced life as a freight unloader on the docks of 
that city, and advanced step by step until he today 
controls all the vast interests involved in the unload- 
ing of wheat and other commodities frum lake vessels 
at Buffalo. 





The Municipal Councii of St. Helen’s, Lancashire, 
England, are afflicted- with the rankest paternalism 
and have taken a step which should meet the severest 
condemnation of all who don’t believe in socialism 
pure and simple, with all employment emanating from 
the state. For some years the gas works have be- 
longed to the municipality. This year, in order to 
increase the use of gas among the people for all pur- 
poses, the council offers to supply, free of charge, 
cooking stoves and heating apparatus to all house- 
holders, provided only that they use the gas furnished 
by the municipality as fuel. 
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I wonder what the hardware dealers or rather the 
ironmongers of St. Helen’s have to say to this in- 
vasion of their legitimate business sphere. Unless St. 
Helen’s is an exceptional sort of a place the iron- 
mongers of that place must be called on for their 
share of the taxes, and it is surely an unjust requital 
for the municipal government to turn round and give 
away heating and cooking apparatus, seriously inter- 
fering with their annual volume of sales.

NORTHERN LIGHT REFRIGERATORS. 








A dainty 1900 catalogue is that treating of the 
Northern Light refrigerators sent out by the Grand 
Rapids Refrigerator Co., Grand Rapids, Mich. A 
leading feature of these refrigerators is found in the 
simplicity of the air circulation, As the air in the 
tank becomes cold it settles down under the ice rack, 





from whence it is discharged in a constant stream 
through openings in the back near the bottom of the 
ice rack. From that place it falls to the bottom of 
the refrigerator displacing the warmer air which rises 
naturally to the top of the ice tank, and is drawn in 
through the oval holes by the suction of the air as it 
is discharged at the bottom of the tank. This circu- 
lation is kept up as long as there is any ice in the ice 
chamber. The Northern Light refrigerator lock is a 
snap with a wedge on the end of the bolt. The door 
fastens when slammed and a slight pressure on the 
handle wedges the door up to an airtight joint, It 
opens with a touch on the underside of the handle or 
it can be opened with the foot if one’s hands are full. 
It is made of solid bronze. This refrigerator is very 
easily cleaned. The ice tank is lifted out and washed 
as one would wash a china dish. It is made of gal- 
vanized iron as is also the ice rack. The ice rack does 
not rest on the bottom of the tank but bears outwards 
at the corners in such a manner as to stretch the bot- 
tom tight like a drumhead. The inside case in this 
refrigerator is constructed of { inch lumber tongued 
and grooved. Around this is wrapped Bird’s patent 
sheathing, next a layer of mineral wool, then more 
charcoal sheathing, next an air space and last the out- 
side case. The outside cases are made of ash very 
elaborately ornamented and finished light antique 
with shellac and the best coach varnish. One of these 
catalogues will be forwarded dealers on application.

Lac, Wis. The lower portion of the patented remov- 
able ice compartment is constructed by bending the 
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tank walls inward and upward, forming a continuous 
trough with a narrow channel in which the water col- 
lects_and very quickly flows to the drip pipe. The 
drip pipe is at the side of the refrigerator and the 
drainage of the ice tank is by a sharp fall to this pipe. 
The ice rack within the tank is a corrugated galva- 
nized iron plate riveted to heavy band iron, the ends 
of which are bent to hook over other bars securely 
riveted to the sides of the tank walls. These side 
bars not only support the ice rack but strengthen the 
tank. The provision chamber is protected by a gal- 
vanized -iron deflector which extends over the opening 
in the.bottom of the ice tank and a portable pan so 
placed as to catch any water that may collect on the 
exterior of the ice tank from condensation. The in- 
terior of this refrigerator is constructed entirely of 
metal. The walls are lined with zinc, soldered per- 
fectly, air and water tight. All parts of the ice 
chamber, with the shelves, are easily removed. 

The four walls of the ice chamber are constructed 
to form a tank with an opening in the bottom through 
which the cold air descends into the provision com- 
partment. Each wall in flanged at its upper end, from 
which it is suspended to a rabbeted frame in the cas- 
ing. Its lower ends are bent inward then upward, 
forming a trough which extends entirely around the 
bottom of the tank. 

The patent ice rack is a plate of corrugated gal- 
vanized iron, riveted to heavy bards of iron, which 
are bent to hook over other bands, riveted to the front 
and back walls of the tank. Next to the outer case, 
between it and the inner case, including bottom, is a 
heavy packing of mineral wool. The inner casing is 
made of matched lumber, lined with specially pre- 
pared charcoa] sheathing. The zinc lining of the in- 
side is soldered air tight. The trimmings are of solid 
bronze extra heavy. Tbe patented removable water 
cooler has hook-like projections, by means of which, 
with an iron brace riveted to the tank walls, it is held 
in place. All of this firm’s refrigerators are fitted 
with self-retaining steel horn casters, grip neck 
sockets with lignum-vitae wheels.

JOBBERS’ ASSOCIATION PRESIDENCY. 





O. B. Barker, of the Barker-Jenrings Hardware 
Co., Lynchburg, Va., who succeeded to the presidency 
of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association on the 
resignation of Pres. J. J. Mandlebaum has forwarded 
to the membership of the association Mr. Mandle- 
baum’s letter declining the office and his own accept- 
ing the responsibilities of the office. 

Mr Mandlebaum’s letter to the executive com- 
mittee of the Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association 
under date of Nov. 28th or three days after the disas- 
trous fire in the jobbing hause of which he was sec- 
retary, is as follows: 


**At 12:15 on the morning of the 25th inst., the Fones 
Bros. Hardware Co's. warehouse, with its entire contents, 
was totally consumed by fire. Our loss is very greatly in ex- 
cess of our insurance, and you can all appreciate the fact 
that it has come at atime when prosperity stared us in the 
face, and also at a time when it is a very serious matter to 
obtain goods for the continuance of business. Those of you 
who have ever passed through a fire, know that labor is at- 
tached to such cases. Others of you who have occupied or 
who now occupy a position similar to that which I hold with 
our Company, realize that for many months to come, my 
hands will be full of labor to the utmost extent. It is, in- 
deed, a painful duty for me to advise that under the circum- 
stances, I cannot serve to any degree of tatisfaction, either 
to the Association or to myself, as president of the Southern 
Hardware Jobbers’ Assoc ation. I hope you will all realize 
the ition I am now placed in, and without endeavoring to 
withhold my resignation, I desire you to accept it and ap- 
point some one in my place. 

Please do not ask me to serve any longer. This I wou'd 
be willing and glad to do, under other conditions, but it is 
certainly beyond my ability to do so now. 

Had we notsuffered such a calamity and misfortune, this 
letter would never have been written, and with much pleas- 
ure, I should have continued wo serve. I, of course, wish to 
continne as a member of the organization, and will do such 
work as it is possible for an individual.”’ 


Mr, Barker’s letter accepting the presidency is as 
follows: 


“‘Herewith find copy of letter received by the executive 
committee from Mr. Jas. J. Mandlebaum, which ia self ex- 
planatory. 

It is with regret that I announce the fact that Mr. Man- 
dlebaum has resigned and that his resignation has been ac- 
cepted by the executive committee, however, we can all ap- 
preciate his position and can well imagine what a task he 
has before him in re-organizing and re-establishing the 
business. He has served us so efficiently as president during 
the past 18 months that I especially regret that conditions 
are such that he cannot continue as your presiding officer. 

The executive committee through its chairman, Mr. W. 
E. Gibbins, called on me on the 25th ult. and urged me to 
assume the duties of president. His strong appeal and ar- 
guments were such that I was unable to combat same. I do 
not feel that I can assume the responsibilities of this office 
either in justice to myself or the Association. Not being 
able, however, to overcome the influence brought to bear, 
and feeling as I do a deep interest in the Association and its 
welfare, and the fact that the unexpired term is short, I 
have with great reluctance accepted the presidency of the 
Southern Hardware Jobbers’ Association. In accepting 
this important and honored position, I assure you [ do so 
feeling keenly sensible the importance and responsibility of 
the trust imposed. 

The executive committee promise me their hearty sup- 
port and best endeavors in furthering the association work 
both in further solidifying and cementing the brotherly 
feeling. which has characterized our Association, and in 
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making the organization a more valuable and permanent 
factor in developing the hardware industry in the South and 
in producing a higber standard of business intercourse be- 
tween the Southern hardware jobbers. 

The executive committee for various reasons deem it im- 
portant that permanent headquarters be established at 
Knoxville, Tenn. Mr. C. B. Carter has been appointed 
secretary-treasurer for balance of fiscal year.

“We feel that we can, by a thorough organization, in- 
fluence the Jobbers’ Association very largely against unreas 
onable demands and unreasonable profits: also that we can 
secure action by the National Jobbers’ Association that wil 
take many of our household specialties out of the hands of 
the grocery trade. 
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‘*Kansas will organize in January and it is but a question 
of a short time until every state is in line. Will youhelp us 
to make Iowa lead the van in numbers and enthusiastic work 
for our profession? 

‘Enclosed find five applications for membership. See 
that every one gets into the hand of adealer in your county 
not now a member, and that they are with us for the comilg 
year, and see them personally, if possible. Begin with the 
other dealers in your own town.”’

TUESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Kansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Convention held a 
most successful meeting at the Hotel Throop, Topeka, Kan., 
on January oth and 1oth. The different parts of the state 
were well represented and the meeting was a most enthusi- 
astic and profitable one. 

The convention was called to order by the president, Mr. 
Frank Rudy, of Paola, who delivered his annual adJress as 
follows: 

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
KANSAS NEVER DOES ANYTHING BY HALVES. 

A little more than a year ago the Kansas Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association was organized by a few dealers assem- 
bled in this city. As to how much has been accomplished dur- 
ing the year I will leave for our Secretary to report. Possibly 
there has not been the interest taken or the increase in mem- 
bership has not been as large as some of us.would like to have 
seen, but I think that is the history of almost all associations 
during the first year, and I feel very well satisfied with the 
work so far accomplished, and with the beginning of another 
year, I predict that we shall increase in numbers to such an 
extent that we will be well up with some of the older organ- 
izations in other states. You know Kansas never does any- 
thing by halves when she gets started. There is not any dealer 
in the state that can afford to remain out of this Association 
if there was no other object in view except to meet together 
as a body of business men to exchange methods of doing 
business and becoming better acquainted with each other. 

A LINK IN THE CHAIN OF STATE ASSOCIATIONS. 

But there are many things which cay be accomplished 
within this Association if we work together for that purpose, 
and eventually become one of the links in the chain of State 
Associations which will form a National Association that will 
be of such power in trade circles that those who now trespass 
upon the ‘rights of the retail dealer will cease their methods 
of doing business or lose the better part of their trade. 

UNWORTHY JOBBERS. 

There are jobbers, I am informed on good authority, that 
send salesmen into this state. One will visit the regular hard- 
ware trade, the other calls upon other firms. Such jobbers 
are not worthy of the patronage of any hardware merchant; 
and again there are jobbers whose salesmen do not visit that 
class of trade, but the house sends out their trade circulars 
ard fills the mail orders. This practice should also be de- 
nounced by every dealer. 

HARDWARE SALESMEN SHOULD JOIN. 

I could enumerate many objects that these state associa- 
tions are organized for, but you are as familiar with these as 
Iam. I would like to see every traveling hardware salesman 
in this state a member of our Association, working for its 
interest, and by so doing increasing the ties of friendship that 
exist between merchant and salesman. 

CHANGES IN COMMITTEES. 

Before I close, I wish to bring before you for your con- 
sideration a few matters pertaining to our Constitution and 
By-Laws. I think our Legislative Committee should consist 
of one member from each Congressional district. I would 
also favor having a Grievance Committee, to whom all matters 
in that line could be referred for adjustment by the Secretary. 


HOPES ASSOCIATION WILL INCREASE. 

In conelusion, I wish to thank all for the co-operation you 
have given me during the past year, and hope my successor 
will have the same hearty support during the coming year, 
and that we may all labor in harmony, and when we meet 
mext year we will see many faces that are not here to-day, 
that are brought into the fold by seeing the good work our 
Association throughout this country is accomplishing. 

Secretary J. A. Cole, of Topeka, then read the minutes 
of the last meeting, held at the Hotel Throop, Topeka, Febru- 
ary 13, 1899, which were as follows: 


OFFICERS ELECTED LAST FEBRUARY. 

The meeting of the Kansas Hardware Dealers was called 
to order by Frank Rudy, of Paola, and D. H. Forbes, of To- 
peka, was chosen to act, temporarily, as chairman, and W. L. 
Newcomer, secretary. The following officers: were then 
elected for the ensuing year: For president, Frank Rudy, of 
Paola; for vice-president, S. J. Gilbert, of Arkansas City; for 
secretary and treasurer, J. A. Cole, of Topeka. 

A. Buckley, of Parsons, C. W. Singleton, of Greely, Solo- 
mon Landis, of Hoyt, J. F. Berger, of Anthony, and W. E. 
Culver, of Topeka, were elected Executive Committeemen, 
same to serve in conjunction with the President and Vice- 
President. There was also a committee appointed by Mr. 
Rudy as follows: Messrs. D. H. Forbes, J. A. Cole, P. W. 
Greggs, Oscar Rohr, H. M. Cline, with instructions to draft 
Constitution and By-Laws and a suitable name for our Asso- 
ciation, same to be referred to the Executive Committee for 
their approval. 

VOTE OF THANKS EXTENDED TO MR. RUDY. 

A vote of thanks was tendered Mr. Rudy for the work he 
had done in starting a Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
in the state, and a motion was also made and carried that the 
treasurers be instructed to refund to him the amount which he 
paid out in its behalf. 

Secretary J. A. Cole then read his report, which was as 
follows: 

COMPLAINTS CONCERNING WHOLESALERS. 

This being the first report of the secretary of the Kansas 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, will be very brief, as 
our members have given me very little work to do up to date. 
There have been some complaints made by some of the mem- 
bers, that certain wholesale houses were selling goods to their 
customers, or were sending goods into their territory to con- 
sumers, and in each case I have corresponded with the whole- 
sale house, and they have in every instance treated my letters 
with the greatest consideration and disclaimed any intention 
of interfering with the business of the retail hardware mer- 
chant, and stated that they would thereafter be more careful 
in sending out goods. I have had but one case where a mem- 
ber definitely claimed damage from the jobber, and in this in- 
stance, after a full explanation, the jobber allowed the amount 
of damage asked. 

VERBUM SAP. 

Now it may seem to some of our members that there has 
been but very tittle done in this, the first year of our existence 
but if they will stop to consider, they will see where it leads. 
“A word to the wise is sufficient,” and if a wholesale dealer 
gets caught up on sending goods to those who are not legit- 
imate Hardware dealers once, they are more careful the next 
time, thereby helping all of us. 

CIRCULARS SENT TO KANSAS DEALERS. 

Soon after our organization on February 13th, of last year, 
and acting upon instructions from the President, I sent out 
nearly one thousand circulars to dealers through the state, in 
response to which we obtained our membership of thirty-six 
members. I also had letters from quite a number of dealers 
who stated that they were heartily in accord with this move- 
ment, but as they handled implements with their hardware 
and were members of the Implement Dealers’ Association, 
having some one thousand members in this state, they did not 
think they were justified in joining this one; but I do not think 
they quite understand our position; for although we are not 
many as yet in numbers, we can depend upon the assistance 
of every Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association in the United 
States, if we should need it and ask for it. 

INQUIRIES CONCERNING ASSOCIATION WORK. 

I have answered a good many inquiries in the past year 
from dealers who wished to know about our Association, but 
they would invariably decide to wait until this year before 
joining. I hope they have not changed their minds. 
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TRAVELING MEN AS MISSIONARIES. 

I notice that the Missouri Retail Hardware Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation is offering an inducement to the traveling men to in- 
duce their customers to join their Association, and I think the 
idea is a good one and worthy of our consideration. We 
have about one thousand retail hardware dealers in this state, 
and we ought to have a majority of them on our membership 
list. At the third meeting of the North Dakota Association, 
the secretary reported nearly 60 per cent of the dealers in that 
state as members, and that they were right after the other 40 
per cent; but it takes more than the secretary to do this; we 
want every member to feel that it is his duty to get other mem- 
bers and to send to the secretary any such matters that occur 
to them that would be of interest to our Association. 

There are at present sixteen organized and Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Associations in the United States, and a move- 
ment is being made to form a National Association. Our 
president has received an invitation to a meeting in Chicago 
on February 12th, to perfect the organization. 

COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

An Auditing Committee was next appointed by the Chair, 
consisting of Mr. J. H. Foucht, of North Topeka, Mr. Oscar 
Rohr, Mr. W. E. Culver, of Topeka, and Mr. E. I. King, of 
Logan, and a Committee on Resolutions, consisting of J. H. 
Hamilton, of Arkansas City, R. E. Kolterman, of Velits, D. 
H. Forbes and W. S. Chaney, of Topeka.

Credits in the Retail Business. How to Control Them.” 


RETAIL CREDITS. 
NO SCIENTIFIC DEFINITION OF CREDIT. 


Credit is a term in political economy of which we possess 
no scientific definition. The practical meaning, however, is 
well known. The proper conception of credit is that which 
serves the purpose of capital; it can only do so while there is 
capital ready to come and take its place when necessary. Cred- 
its which are notin this position do not accomplish the pur- 
pose of capital. 

CREDIT LIKENED TO A SPONGE. 

The practical position of credit in the retail business is 
exemplified by a sponge saturated with water: Squeeze it 
and you can “throw up the sponge.” Credit is imposed upon 
a community for two very good reasons: Lack of money and 
greed of gain. The larger part of credit granted in the retail 
business is given to those anticipating the future—till they 
raise a crop—and is unsafe, while the part given to those of 
known responsibility is practical and usually safe. 

A RETAIL BUSINESS CONDUCTED ON PAWNSHOP LINES. 

The retailer who runs his business like a pawnshop, tak- 
ing in everything, and charging more profit for the larger risk, 
must come to grief. I venture the assertion that in every 
town of two thousand population in the United States, there 
is continually an outstanding credit of fifty thousand dollars, 
which no single creditor desires. 

Why is this true? Because very few dare to declare for 
cash only; single handed and concerted action is practically 
impossible. 

RETAILER SHOULD SHORTEN CREDITS. 

Many retailers, before they have been in business six 
months, have their entire investment credited out, doing busi- 
mess on jobbers’ goods entirely, when, for any reason, they 
are forced to meet their obligations, they learn for the first 
time the real meaning of—credit. Under existing circum- 
stances, credits have been shortened and discounts cut down 
to the retailer. If he is wise, he will follow the good example 
set him by those closer in touch with the needs of the hour 
than he. Each successive season, credits are more closely in- 
vestigated by the credit men and it is to be hoped they will 
succeed in weeding out the old fogies, who, following anti- 
quated methods, finally go to the wall, beat the jobbers and 
leave a stock of goods to be disposed of to the ruination of 
legitimate trade at that place for some time. 

HOW TO CONTROL CREDITS. 

The control of credit in retail business is of much greater 
importance than the signification of the term. It depends so 
largely upon the personality of the merchant that anything 
but the most arbitrary rule strictly adhered to must fail of 
usefulness to many, standing behind the counter and coming 


in personal contact with each customer, who in many in- 
stances, is friend or neighbor, makes a correct business atti- 
tude more difficult than that of the credit man at his desk. 
Certain it is that you possess a more accurate knowledge of 
your customers, but more certainly it is a fact that a proper 
consideration of all the conditions, which must be considered 
and acted upon instantly, is more difficult, except it be an ab- 
solute refusal of credit. I am speaking now of customers who 
are known to you not to be prompt and legally responsible. 
Properly controlling credits is the merchant’s nightmare, 
whether he be careful, conservative and painstaking, or care- 
less and slothful, the credit portion of his business brings him 
more sleepless nights and gray hairs than all other business 
cares. 
RULES FOR GRANTING CREDIT. 

If I were obliged to leave my store in charge of clerks 
for a considerable length of time I would lay down the follow- 
ing rules for them to observe in granting credit: 

First. Open accounts only with persons of known respon- 
sibility. 

Second. Take title notes for one-half bill, demanding 
half in cash. Always have note recorded. 

Third. Trust no strangers unless account is guaranteed 
by some responsible person known to you. 

Fourth. Avoid opening accounts less than one dollar. 

Fifth. Always set a day for payment. 

Sixth. Collect promptly as agreed. 

Seventh. Avoid long-time sales. 

THE UNDESIRABLE FIFTH WOULD BE LOST. 

These rules strictly followed would undoubtedly lose you 
about one-fifth of your trade, principally the undesirable fifth. 
If business men would follow such rules, it would tone up 
trade, make their daily life pleasanter, stop aggravating losses 
and be better for customers as well. 

Finally: Controlling credit is a matter for individual 
action, and no information will benefit the merchant who can- 
not say No, or who insists on making such unsafe sales for the 
chances of making a profit, which is often as bad specula- 
tion as bucket-shop deals. 

The real and only safe way to control credit is to sell for 
cash. Hasten the arrival of that day! 

S. J. Gilbert, of Arkansas City, next read the following 
paper on advertising: 


ADVERTISING. 
WISHES ASSOCIATION A HAPPY NEW YEAR. 

It affords me great pleasure to thus communicate with 
you at this our anniversary. We are one year old now. I 
can truthfully say that our meeting one year ago has been of 
great profit to me. I hope you have all been as greatly bene- 
fited by the same, and trust this meeting will also strengthen 
you all. First: Let me preface what 1 have to say by wish- 
ing you all a happy and prosperous new year. Second: I 
wish to express my sincere regrets that I am unable to be with 
you in person, but I assure you that my heart is in the work. 
I am now taking stock and am managing this store for the 
estate of Mr. Sipes, deceased, and my report to the court 
must be made up in a few days, and it is therefore absolutely 
impossible for me to attend. 


BARNUM’S MOTTO. 

Our worthy President, Mr. Rudy, has requested me to 
make a short talk on the subject, “How to Advertise our Busi- 
ness.” This to me is a very important factor of our work as 
retailers. First, let me say, that I believe in Barnum’s motto, 
viz.: Advertise and get rich. I have not succeeded in get- 
ting rich yet, but I have made some good money for the store 
that I have the honor to represent. You notice that I con- 
sider it an honor to be in the hardware business, and I think 
there is no more worthy trade than it. Judicious advertising 
in the newspapers is, I think, the best method of reaching the 
p ople, for they will read the papers, and the editors are 
striving hard to make the paper interesting to read. I think 
that all good men are not hardware dealers, but all hardware 
men are or should be good men, and they will do just as they 
advertise to do. I feel gratified with the result that I have 
obtained by newspaper Ads. I change my Ads. often and keep 
track of prices, or rather keep track of the “trusts,” and thenI 
go and change my Ads. again. 








BELIEVES IN CHANGING APPEARANCE OF HIS ADVERTISEMENT. 

I try to make my Ads. so that they will be interesting, 
and ask the printer to keen changing the appearance of my 
Ad., and I must say that . .fink this is the best way. In the 
first place we must have our store nicely arranged and have 
everything neat, and then we must have a good hearty hand- 
shake for all our customers. I am a Methodist, and I believe 
in the old-fashioned Methodist hand-shake; and then, why 
not shake their hands? They are a part of us, and we must 
keep them coming if we would live. We spent $75.00 this 
summer advertising in the papers. for a cooking exhibition, and 
put a large range in our wagon and drove all over town and 
had ja large cow-bell, and would pull the string and have it 
ring. 

NEWSPAPER ADVERTISING THE BEST. 

I also had some circulars and some posters put on the 
bridges, but I cannot help but think the paper advertisments 
were the most useful, by long odds. We made it a point to see 
that every man, woman and child got a biscuit and a cup of 
hot coffee. It paid us. We must ask our customer how is 
Mary-Jane and Peggy-Ann, and how is the crop, etc. We 
must be interested in their welfare. One of the best things 
that I know of is to keep up a hot fire in winter and a good 
tank of ice in summer. 


IT PAYS TO HANDLE SPECIAL LINES. 

I think that it pays to get a special line of good goods and 
talk them and speak of them in the paper. Then get another 
special line and keep up the everlasting, persistent advertising 
that will keep the people coming, and keep up that good old 
hand-shake, and keep up the hot fire in the winter and the 
good ice water in the summer. Do what you say you will do 
in your Ads. Be sure that you say something that will cause 
them to think of your store all the time. Buy goods only from 
houses that will protect you and take a short trip to Kansas 
City or St. Louis, or go to see the W. A. L. Thompson Hard- 
ware Co., and you will find new ideas. Well, let me say, in 
conclusion, that I think the following ideas are the best meth- 
ods of advertising our business: 


IDEAS IN ADVERTISING. 


First. Good fresh Ads. every few days in the paper. 
Second. Keep a neat, clean, up-to-date stock, well 
bought. 


Third. Remember that old-fashioned hand-shake. 

Fourth. Keep up the fire and don’t forget the ice water. 

Fifth. Have your whole life (except your soul) in your 
store. 

Sixth. Go to church every, Sabbath and take the family. 

Seventh. Keep plenty of money on hand to cash checks 
and make change. 

Eighth. Be sure and keep money on hand to pay your 
bills promptly. 

Ninth. Keep up your dues in the Kansas Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association. 


FORMATION OF A NATIONAL ASSOCIATION DISCUSSED. 

A general discussion of letters read, followed. The ques- 
tion of engaging traveling salesmen to secure members to the 
Association was brought before the meeting and acted upon 
favorably. Letters were read from the Iowa Retail Hardware 
Dealers’ Association and Illinois Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association upon the subject of forming a National 
Association, and after due deliberation, a committee was ap- 
pointed to select a delegate to attend a meeting to be held in 
Chicago to consider the feasibility of a national organization. 
After a general discussion of the various grievances of the 
retail hardware dealer, meeting adjourned until 9:30 A. M., 
January roth. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


A LETTER FROM PRES. COLE, OF IOWA RETAIL HARDWARE DEALERS’ 
ASSOCIATION, 


The meeting called to order by the President. A letter 


of greeting from H. A. Cole, President of the Iowa Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association was read, regretting his inabil- 
ity to fill his place on the program. Mr. Cole congratulated 
the Kansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association upon their 
organization, and urged that they take some action in regard 
to the National Association. 
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AN ANTI-TRUST RESOLUTION PASSED. 

The Committee on Resolutions reported as follows: Re- 
solved, That the Kansas Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association 
request our Senators and Congressmen to use their influence 
and votes against all trusts and combinations. Resolved, That 
we are opposed to the trusts and combinations of the present 
day, and as far as possible we deal in goods manufactured 
outside of them.

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MASSILLON SCHOOL HEATERS. 








Hess, Snyder &Co., Massillon, O., send us an in- 
teresting little circular describing the Massillon hot 
air draft school house heater, designed for the use of 
coal, wood or natural gas. This heater has a large 
double door opening enabling the operator to throw 
in large chunks of wood or coal by opening both doors, 
the lower door being sufficient for ordinary firing. 
The fire pot is made in two parts and heavily ribbed. 
The removal of the upper part admits the use of a cir- 
cular burner for natural gas. The radiator is made 
of No. 12 gauge, cold-rolled polished steel, mounted 
securely on two cast heads. The radiating wings of 
cast iron three inchés apart and eight inches apart 
run the entire heighth of the radiator and add to the 
heating capacity of the radiator. The upper head re- 
ceives the cast iron dust flue extending outside the 
casing, it being attached to center of head. The lower 
feed door is lined with a cast iron perforated liner 
and contains a check draft slide. A swinging smoke 
guard prevents smoke from getting into the room 
when upper feed door is open. The grates are either 
rocking bar or shaking with draw center easily re- 
moved without disturbing any part of the heater. 
The dust flue carries dust and gas out of the ash pit 
when grate is shaken. No 24 refined iron is used for 
the casing. The extreme top or hood is fancy cast 
open work with removable center top and ornament, 
allowing a 12 inch warm air pipe to be conducted to 
the second floor.

PATTERNS FOR FLARING VESSELS. 





TO THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
I send you herewith a simple rule for drawing 
patterns for flaring vessels: Lay off Fig. 1, distance 


from A to B equal to diameter of top. H to F, the 
Draw lines from A 


height, D E diameter of bottom. 
G 











B, touching D £ till they intersect, which is marked 
C. Stretch compass from C to A; with compass thus 
set, draw part of circle and measure off with a piece 
of tin bent to suit circle the required circumference. 
Draw lines from these points (7, 2) of measurements

ELBOW PATTERN. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Enclosed please find description of elbow pattern. 
The main point in describing an elbow pattern is in 
getting the miter line of the first angle in an elbow of 
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auy number of pieces drawn correctly. To do that it 
is only necessary to drawn the line A C in the rough 
draught below, which is an angle of 45° from the 
horizontal and known to be the proper miter for a 
two-pieced square elbow, and if you want a three- 
pieced elbow take just half of that angle, which is 
much less work than dividing the quarter circle into 
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four equal parts. If you want a four-pieced elbow 

take one-third of the angle represented by A C, and 

if you want a five-pieced elbow take one-fourth, and so 

on. It is not necessary to measure by degrees or to 

use them at all in describing elbow patterns, yet every

A good deal of information has been contributed 
to the Tinshop columns on pattern cutting, but I have 
not noticed as many contributions on the applications 
of tools in case of emergencies. Not every country 
shop is provided with a dril] press, but at times such 
a tool would be very handy, Here is a home-made 
press for the boys which I think is original, Take the 
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hollow mandrel and pull it out about half-way, then 
loosen screw and lay an 1xl of wood under the man- 
drel back of the screw. This will raise the mandrel 1 
from the bench. Now take any good, strong brace 
and bit, and tit the butt end of the brace in the hol- 
low part of the mandrel. Put the drill in the brace, 
place your work on a box and under the brace, To 
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get the pressure for drilling draw tight the nut under 
the bench and the machine is ready to run, This con- 
trivance has saved me a good deal of hard work, 
where no machine was to be had.

Report. 





BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 


The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel market, 
which will appear in Bradstreet’s of Jan. 13: " 


‘Tron and steel are extremely quiet but signs of 
weakness are not numerous the shading in pig iron 
being confined to a few grades and markets. Pro- 
duction in December was below expectations, being 
affected by holiday shut downs but there is little 
doubt that the aggregate production for 1899 will not 
be much below 13,700,000 tons, a production sur- 
passing all previous records and having a counterpart 
in the unexampled output of coke also reported for 
last year. Stocks of ore on Lake Erie are reported 
little in excess of a year ago, notwithstanding the 
greatest production on record. The quiet in pig iron 
extends practically to all the finished branches of the 
trade, and hardware is also quiet, but none the less 
firm, as evidenced by the reports of further advances 
by western jobbers. Tin is speculatively higher this 
week but copper has sagged off. 





ROGERS, BROWN & CO. ON IRON AND STEEL. 


Rogers, Brown &Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, telegraph 
us the following advance resume of their report on 
the pig-iron market, which will appear in their 
weekly market report for Jan. 13: 

‘‘As has been expected, the buying movement has 
set in again and though as yet transactions have not 
been of a remarkable large tonnage there are numer- 
ous inquiries for round lots, which together with the 
fresh demand for small quantities gives quite a spirit 
to the market, to which it has been a stranger for the 
past two or three weeks. 

‘‘There is no special feature marking the week 
under review. There continues to be a great scarcity 
of desirable soft foundry grades. The demand for 
malleable car wheel iron in both charcoal and coke 
qualities is quite large again and some of the promin- 
ent manufacturers of these classes of iron are unable 
to make quotations at all fordelivery this side of July 
and prices are necessarily ruling firm with a tendency 
to higher values. The market closes strong.”’ 





HARDWARE. 

It is a little early to look for any pronounced ac- 
tivity in the hardware market, as most dealers are 
still hustling away on inventories and will not be 
ready to talk to traveling men for some time yet. The 
marked activity in the lumber and mining districts of 
the Northwest is naturally affecting the local hard- 
ware market.

Heavy hardware is in good demand. Inquiries 
are constantly being received for large quantities of 
goods from all parts of this territory. 








WIRE NAILS. 

The recent boost in wire nail prices had the effect 
of sharply checking the demand, which is compara- 
tively light this week. Single carload lots are quoted 
at $3.53, with small lots from stock 10c higher.

Cut nails remain at the old figure of $2.80. 





BARB WIRE. 

The advance of 25c in barb wire prices chronicled 
last week is being rigidly adhered to anda good trade 
is being done with quotations as follows: Single car- 
load lots of plain annealed wire $3.38, with small lots 
from stock J]0c higher.
